THE FRENCH NAVY. 

A certain number of naval experts in France incline 
to the opinion that it might be better to substitute smaller 
vessels, of 6,000 to 8,000 tons, for the 15,000-ton battle- 
ships, these smaller ships to have equal powers of offence 
and defence, but a slower speed. o this idea M. Nor- 
mand lends the great authority of his name, and he sup- 
ports his views by extracts from the latest work of Cap- 
tain Mahan. 

Analyzing the French naval programme the “Engineer” 
says: M. Chautemps told his colleagues that the com- 
mercial war was a mirage, since there will be no such 
war. If the occupation of the commercé destroyers is 
gone, the French have found other reasons for abandon- 
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block ina port t, 

a

the only country which has persisted in giving attention 
to this type of vessel, and as all other coun are pin- 
ning their faith in the battleships, the Frencn naval 
authorities are beginning to see that they are perhaps 
wrong in not doing likewise. The failures of the new 
cruisers to come up to expectations are also largely re- 
sponsible for this change of opinion. The Guichen is 
regarded as a disastrous experiment. lMverythi hus 
been so far sacrificed to speed that her armor is ineffi- 
cient, and she only carries two heavy guns. French naval 
critics are now wondering what is to be done with her. 
This question of speed has also given rise to a disap- 
pointment. Vessels which, in trials ff up to 23 knots 
will not do more than an average of 18 knots or 19 knots 
in long runs. Not only do M. Lockroy and his followers 
find their predictions with respect to the cruisers entirely 
falsified, but they are even more severely hit by the re- 
sults of the trials carried out with squadron to o 
boats and the submarine boats. The ee boat is at 
the mercy of the quick-firing gun, and in future it 1 be 
reserved solely for coast defence. The Government has 
abandoned any idea of building squadron torpedo boats, 
but will replace them with destroyers. As for the sub- 
marines, the Minister would scarcely care to shock pub- 
lic opinion by condemning them, but he gamned thém 
with faint praise, so faint, indeed, that no dhe could have 
any illusions as to their value. It is obvious. that the 
trials carried out with these vessels, which are to terror- 
ize a hostile fleet, have not been a success. The submarine 
boat has got its famous “eye,” but it appears that the 
moisture eondensing upon it renders it blind, and in. any 
event the speed under water is so slow that there is little 
chance of reaching a vessel which refuses to remain still 
to be hit. The Minister, however, looks hopefully to the 
carrying out of improvements, which will make the sub- 
marine boat a formidable weapon. With this end in 
view a sum is to be set apart for organizing competitions 
of plans similar to that which produced the Narva! a few 
years ago. Meanwhile, the place which the submarine 
boat is to oceupy in future strategy is to attack block- 
ading ships in the daytime, while the torpedo will be em- 
ployed for the same work at night.

will be. In that way only, can America retain a place 
of power and commercial advantage in the Far East, as 
she would otherwise be deba from access to the 
greatest markets in the world. As to the location of 
the American “‘sphere of influence,’ Mr. Boulger thinks 
that the province of Che-Keang would make a choice 
morsel for us. Our late Minister to Siam, Mr. John 
Barrett, lays great stress upon the necessity of making a 
strenuous effort to keep China intact, and in any case 
to preserve there an “Open Door” for the commerce 
of the world. He suggests that the President has an 
opportunity of creating a doctrine which shall be 
historically associated with his name and shall rank 
with the Monroe Doctrine, the McKinley Doctrine in 
China to mean that America shall stand with all its 
legitimate moral influence to prevent an Power 
whatsoever, monarchical or republican, acquiring sev- 
ereignty over any extended part of the present 
unpartitioned area. In this same line a Jap- 
anese diplomat tells us that “even the strongest Pow- 
er in the world would shrink from inaugurating the 
daring policy of the dismemberment of that immense 
Empire. Even after the continuous victories of the 
Japanese army in the recent war with China, they 
would never have dared to enter Pekin unless the 
were 100,000 strong. ‘This single instance will suf- 


fice to show the imeulty of confronting a deter- 
mined foe. When the whole population of China, deep- 
ly imbued with the utmost hatred of foreigners, once

THE QUEEN OF WEAPONS. 

General Leroy, in an article in “La France Militaire 
still adheres to the lance for cavalry as the “Queen of 
Weapons.” He reasons that rapidity of movement js 
the essential factor in cavalry action, and that the cay. 
alry produces results by moral effect or not at all, 
Shock action is the exception and not the rule. Infap. 
try when the avalanche of cavalry is precipated upo 
them are either demoralized and dispersed or else they 
make a successful stand. In cavalry encounters either, 
as is most frequently the case, one troop goes about 
without awaiting the shock, or a short melee ensues, 
terminating in the rout of the cavalry, whose morale js 
inferior. The flight of a few men leads to a flight 
of the rest. Finally against artillery unsupported, cay. 
alry will almost always find its opportunity if it cap 
elude observation before making a charge. As the 
lance makes the greatest moral impression, and inflicts 
the most deadly wounds, it is the most effective weapon, 
As the Germans are adding the lance to the saber 
and carbine in arming their cavalry they are evidently 
of this opinion. 

If Gen. Leroy had to choose between the carbine and 
the lance, he would retain the lance, inasmuch as cay- 
alry is rarely called upon to fight on foot in the & 
fense or attack of a passage or defile, except in the ab- 
sence of infantry, and its fire action is more noisy than 
effective. Napoleon never by any chance called up 
on his cavalry to fight dismounted. As to the sabre, 
General Leroy says: “Imagine yourself an infantry. 
man, a horse-soldier or an artilleryman on a field of 
battle, and that you are being charged by a troop of 
eavalry; which would you prefer that that troop should 
be armed with, the sword or with the lance?’ Marmont 
says the sabre cannot take the place of the lance, for 
if the infantry stands fast its bayonets keep the horses 
too far off to allow horsemen to sabre the foot-soldiers, 
whereas the chances of a charge being successful are 
very different when the same line of cavalry is equipped 
with lances projecting four feet in front of the horses.” 

The argument is, in short, that the cavalry- 
man has a funetion entirely distinct from that 
of the mounted infantryman and that entirely different 
conditions must determine his choice of weapons. Mor- 
al effect in war is not determined by a study of the per- 
centage of losses, and it is to this that both cavalry and 
artillery in a large measure owe their value. The 
mere appearance of the big American cavalryman in un- 
expected places and unexpected ways, has set the legs 
of the most adventurous of the Filipinos into active 
operation. 

A German officer writing in the Militar Wochenblatt, 
observes that the “cavalry fright,” prevalent at the 
beginning of his career as a soldier, has been replaced 
in modern days by “artillery fright.” At the spring 
manoeuvres in the old days, leaders and men alike paid 
far more attention to the flanks than the front, and 
often exposed themselves to the infantry and artillery 
of the opposing side in their haste to form a front to the 
right or left against cavalry. Those days of “‘cavalry 
fright,” however, have gone by and a more justifiable 
“artillery fright” has taken its place.

THE “HARMONIES” OF WAR AND PEACE. 


Many good people are seriously deploring the in- 
ability of the Powers to join without evidences of 
friction in a move upon Pekin, and this state of affairs 
is laid at the door of militarism. We are told that 
armies and navies breed suspicion and mistrust al- 
though logic would show the Army to be the creature 
not the creator of distrust. If it be true that peace 
hath her victories no less renowned than war, it is 
equally plain that she also has as sharp rivalries. 
In the greatest enterprises of peace, we find as much 
friction as exists in the co-operation of nations in 
war. We have to go on further than the Panama 
canal for an illustration. If the nations should join in 
this work, the isthmus would be promptly pierced and 
vast economies would be effected for the nations, but 
so active has been the rivalry of the different Powers 
that the work drags along in a half-hearted way. The 
opening up of Africa is largely delayed by the jealousies 
of the various companies receiving “concessions,” and 
each nation insists upon “going it alone” in the mat- 
ter of North Pole expeditions. Peace seems often un- 
willing to put her white shoulder to the wheels of pro- 
gress unless she is assured a lucrative “sphere of influ- 
ence” or other material reward. An aphorism passing 
current in these days that is supposed to reflect the 
commercial spirit of the age, declares that “business 
is war” and it is in this view of their coming struggles 
that the youth of the land are brought to manhood's 
estate. The prime minister of England has not hesi- 
tated to lay at the door of the missionaries much of 
the responsibility for the present strife and perhaps 
the rapacity of rival syndicates may have a large 
part in the present infuriation of the Chinese people. 
After the soldiers and sailors have given up their 
lives for the restoration of order we shall probably sce 
that precious brand of hypocrites that every generation 
has known, lifting up their voices in a _ doleful 
lament that military ambitions insist on intruding up- 











on the sweet endeavors of the zealot and the trader. 
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THE CHINESE SITUATION. 

From the accounts that have been received from 
China the past week in regard to the advance of the 
allies toward Pekin, much is left to conjecture, and an 
intelligent explanation of the movement of the troops 
must await more detailed reports. The chronological 
table of the Chinese war which we publish shbws at 
a glance how swiftly events havé been driving on 
since the middle of May. 

Despatches from General Chaffee were received as 


follows: 
Che-Foo, Aug. 7. 





Tien-Tsin, 3d: Conference to-day decided to give 
battle Sunday. Chinese intrenched east and west 
through Pie-Tsang. Left of Chinese was protected by 
flooded ground practically unassailable.

The Chinese Minister, Wu Ting Fang, visited the 
State Department at Washington on Aug. 8 and trans- 
mitted to the Government the following edict, granting 
communication with the envoys: 

An imperial edict of the 8th day of the Seventh Moon, 
(Aug. 2, 1900.) transmitted by Viceroy Li-Hung-Chang, 
Viceroy Liu-Kun-Yi, and Director General Sheng, un- 
der date of Aug. 4, 1900, to Minister Yang, at St. 
Petersburg, and retransmitted by the latter, under 
date of Aug. 7, and received by Minister Wu on the 
evening of the last-named date. It is as follows: 

Li-Hung-Chang and Liu-Kun-Yi, in response to their 
joint memorial proposing the sending of the foreign 
Ministers to Tien-Tsin, received on the 8th inst. (Aug. 2) 
the following imperial edict: 

“Throughout the disturbances recently caused by our 
subjects on account of Christian missions, which have 
resulted in a conflict of forces, it has been found neces- 
sary to afford protection to all the foreign Ministers 
in Pekin. On repeated occasions the Tsung-li-Yamen 
sent notes inquiring after their welfare. And as Pekin 
has not yet been restored to order, and precautionary 
measures may not secure absolute safety, the foreign 
Ministers are being consulted as to the proposed plan 
of detailing troops to escort them safely to Tien-Tsin for 
temporary shelter, so that they may be free from ap- 
prehensive anxiety or fear.

hether this edict was due to the firm stand of Sec- 
retary Hay in his demand for communication with our 
envoy, or to the ominous advance of the allies, is not 
known, but the State Department lost nothing by re- 
fusing to dilly dally with the mendacious Chinese au- 
thorities. 

A significant feature of Gen. Shafter’s despatch on 
the arrival of the Logan at San Francisco, which we 
publish elsewhere, is the statement that two 9th Inf. 
men died of dysentery on the voyage. This may be 
construed as pointing to the dangerous character of 
the drinking water in China. 

This despatch has been received at Brussels from 
the Belgian envoy in Pekin: 

“Pekin, Aug. 2. 


“We succeeded in defending our legation from June 
4 to June 16, with the aid of eight Austrian marines, 
but were unable to save it. The Austrian, Dutch 
and Italian Legations were also burned, and the French 
Legation is in ruins. All foreigners are at the British 
Legation, where we have been besieged by Chinese 
troops since June 20. Up to the present, 58 marines 
have been killed and 70 wounded. The attack has 
ceased since July-17. Provisions are almost exhausted. 
We hope to be delivered next week. All the Belgians 
here are well.” 

Fighting in the north is thus described in a despatch 
from General Grodekoff to the Russian War Office: 


Khabarovsk, Aug. 3. 


Two columns from Blagovestchensk were ferried over 
the Amur River at 3 a. m., under Colonels Schwerin and 
Serkianoff. They attacked the Chinese troops and took 
the town of Sakhalin, one gun, and a quantity of Mauser 
cartridges. The steamer Silenga suffered severely from 
rifle fire. The Trans-Seisk detachment under Colonel 
Pfotenhauer bombarded Aigun with twelve mortars, 
and the Chinese replied. One officer and five men were 
killed and fifteen men were wounded. Four armored 
steamers are patrolling the Amur. 

The difficulties before General Chaffee may be esti- 
mated from the report that the big transports can ap- 
proach the landing at Taku no nearer than twelve or 
fourteen miles. Vessels drawing more than fifteen 
feet of water are forced to lie far out in the gulf. This 
necessitates the use of lighters for the transportation 
to the shore of both men and horses, making the de- 
barkation of a considerable force a task surrounded 
with many obstacles. Add to the actual difficulties 
are the discomfort and inconvenience placed upon the 
troops. Rains are almost incessant, heavy fogs are 
prevalent, and the water of the gulf is exceedingly 
rough. 

The capture of Yang-Tsun, the first objective point 
of the international forces, was the chief news of im- 
portance received on Aug. 9 from China. The first 
word of this capture came in a brief despatch to the 
Signal Office at the War Department from Colonel 
Seriven, the signal officer at Chee-Foo saying: 


Chee-Foo, Aug. 9. 
Aug. 6.—Yang-Tsun captured to-day. Wire up. Need 
own transportation. All well.

Half an hour after this message a cablegram came 
from General Chaffee, giving additional details of the 
capture and showing that it had been at the cost of 
about sixty casualties among the American troops. 
General Chaffee’s despatch, which was sent via Che- 
Foo, was as follows:

This is the text of the note addressed by the State 
Department to the Chinese Government through Min- 
ister Wu: 

“We are availing ourselves of the opportunity offered 
by the imperial edict of Aug. 5, allowing to the Foreign 
Ministers free communication with their respective gov- 
ernments in cipher, and have sent a communication to 
Minister Conger, to which we await an answer. We are 
already advised by him, in a brief despatch received 
Aug. 7, that imperial troops are firing daily upon the 
Ministers in Pekin. We demand the immediate cessa- 
tion of hostile attacks by imperial troops upon the lega- 
tions, and urge the exercise of every power and energy 
of the Imperial Government for the protection of the 
legations and all foreigners therein. 

“We are also advised by the same despatch from Min- 
ister Conger that in his opinion, for the Foreign Min- 
isters to leave Pekin as proposed in the edict of Aug. 2 
would be certain death. In view of the fact that the 
imperial troops are now firing upon the legations, and 
in view of the doubt expressed by the Imperial Govern- 
ment in its edict of Aug. 2 as to its power to restore 
order and secure absolute safety in Pekin, it is evi- 
dent that this apprehension is well founded, for if your 
Government cannot protect our Minister in Pekin it 
will presumptively be unable to protect him upon a 
journey from Pekin to the coast. 

“We therefor urge upon the Imperial Government that 
it shall adopt the course suggested in the third clause 
of the letter of the President to his Majesty the Emperor 
of China, of July 23, 1900, and enter into communica- 
tions with the relief expedition so that co-operation 
may be secured between them for the liberation of the 
legations, the protection of foreigners and the restor- 
ation of order. Such action on the part of the Imperial 
Government would be a satisfactory demonstration of its 
friendliness and desire to attain these ends.

The appointment of Field Marshal Count Von Wa). 
dersee as commander-in-chief of the German forces jp 
China has been followed by the announcement that the 
Powers have been sounded by Germany as to their ae. 
ceptance of Count Von Waldersee as commander-ip. 
chief of the international forces in China. This Coy. 
ernment has made no definite answer to the proposi- 
tion, although not rejecting it. It has merely post. 
poned its answer till after the entry into Pekin, as the 
German proposition has nothing to do with the present 
advance in the allies and looks only to the events fol- 
lowing the taking of Pekin. Advices from Washing. 
ton are to the effect that the putting forward of Count 
Waldersee has given much satisfaction to the Ameri. 
can Government. The Count is now in Germany, and 
ogg to journey to China by way of the United 

ates. 

Lieut.-Col. John W. Clous, Judge Advocate General 
of the Department of the East, who is acquainted with 
Count von Waldersee, says: ‘Waldersee is one of the 
great commanders of the world. He has all the mili- 
tary science of a German Army officer, coupled with 
the practicability for which our own officers are famous, 
He was chosen as the successor of Von Moltke as Chief 
of the General Staff, the highest station in the German 
Army, except that of Commander-in-Chief, which is 
held by the Emperor. I consider Von Waldersee the 
equal of Roberts as a commander and the best possible 
chief of the allied forces. One reason that makes him 
especially well fitted for the work is that he speaks 
German, English and French.”

CHINESE TOPOGRAPHY. 

The map which we publish in this issue of the scene 
of the troubles in China is part of the map issued by 
the War Department, which is superior to any thus 
far printed in that it has been made up from the latest 
information and gives the route of the Tien-Tsin Pekin 


railroad. 

Pekin is 86 miles from Tien-Tsin and the road gen- 
erally followed lies along the west bank of the Taho, 
as the Pei-ho is called between these two cities. Yang- 
Tsin is 18 miles from Tien-Tsin. The Taho is navi- 
gable to Tungchow—Pekin’s port of entry—for craft 
drawing not over 18 inches of water. A high embank- 
ment runs along both sides of the river from Tien-Tsin 
to Chanchiawan. Up to Matow the country is nearly a 
level plain, easily susceptible of flooding by letting 
in the Taho through the restricting embankments. 
Beyond Chanchiawan the country becomes more and 
more undulating. From Chanchiawan to Pekin the 
country is cut up by deep ditches and roads, bounded on 
either side by steep banks. In many cases the roads 
are from 6 to 18 f deep and are generally impassable 
in wet weather. TH@ embanked roads up to Chanchia- 
wan form natural breastworks of a formidable and ex- 
tended nature. 

The Chinese have a system of safety valves in the 
way of overflows at several places along the eastern 
bank of the Taho, and can easily control the flooding 
of the flat country. 

The whole way trom Tien-Tsin to Tungchow is noth- 
ing but a succession of villages on both sides of the 
river, and from Tungchow to Pekin the road becomes 
one elongated town of one main street. Chanchiawan 
and Tungchow are walled towns, and while these walls 
are somewhat ruined, still they have a decided de- 
fensive quality. From Chanchiawan to Pekin the 
country is thickly wooded and studded with numerous 
villages or barrack towns, with mud walls, in which 
are quartered the greater part of the Imperial Tartar 
guard. The groves of trees about these towns, their 
numerous cemeteries, and temples are so thick that they 
form, in places, veritable palisades. Tungchow is 20 
miles from Pekin, and from there on to the walls of 
the capital itself the thickly populated nature of the 
country would make an attack practically street fight- 
ing. 

At this season of the year, between the rains, the 
sun comes out with fierce warmth that breeds a dan- 
gerous malarial condition. The thermometer ranges all 
the. way from 108 to 61, and the nights are apt to be 
very chilly, while the dews are very heavy and pro- 
ductive of much sickness. 

The country between Tien-Tsin and Pekin is par- 
ticularly well adapted to the support of an invading 
army, the whole way being practically one great truck 
garden. In 1860 the allied armies had no difficulty in 
living upon the country. So far as the horses of the 
expedition are concerned, the country could support 
them, even though the fodder might prove unusual at 
first. From the Peiho to Pekin there are vast fields 
of corn and millet. The millet grows to such a height 
as to make the sharpest kind of scouti necessary to 
prevent ambuscades. This section of China produces 
large quantities of ice, which the natives store away 
for summer use. 








SUPPLIES FOR CHINA FORCE. 


The need for artillery in China being urgent one more 
battery will be sent from this country in addition to 
those already uasder orders, but what battery has not 
yet been decided upon by the department. 


The various bureaus of the War and Navy Department 
are working hard preparing the Army and Navy for a 
long war.

It was a beautiful expression 
of regard from the citizens of Havana and Army and 
Navy officers. General Humphrey (Lieutenant-Colonel, 


Q. M. Dept. U. S.oA.), before his transfer to China 
was Chief Quartermaster, Division of Cuva, The re- 
ception took place on the eyening of July 30, at the 
Palacio del ndo Cubo. A handsome sword, with 
pelt, Knot and case was presented to the General, bear- 
ing the following inscription: ‘‘Presented to Brigadier 
General C, F. Humphrey, U. 8. V., as a token of 2p- 
precia tion and esteem by admiring friends in Cuba. 
Havana, July 30, 1900.” The speech of presentation 
was made by Col. Thomas Carter. A_ written ad- 
dress signed by the donors referred to the recipient's 
“untiring energy and unquestioned honesty” and to the 
new lustre earned by him for the Q. M. Dept. of the 
Army. A ladies’ gold watch, studded with diamonds, 
was presented to Mrs. Humphrey by the same donors. 
Col. Il. H. Dunwoody, Signal Corps, making an espec- 
ally happy speech of presentation. General Humphrey 
did the best he could, after the surprise, to make a 
speech _and thanked everybody in his frank, blunt 
way. During the evening refreshments were served 
and dancing to the music of the 2d Art. string band 
was enjoyed till a late hour. The Havana “Post” said 
that the music of the band was “the best ever heard in 
the city.” The ladies gracing the occasion included:

On the transport McPherson, which arrived at New 
York Aug. 9, aside from the battalion of the 5th 
U. S. Inf., was Major Morris C. Hutchins, Q. M. 
of the vessel. Major George P. Borden, 5th Inf., was 
in command of the battalion and was accompanied by 
the following officers: Capts. Joseph M, T. Partello, 
Walter H. Chatfield, Charles C, Clark; Lieuts. M. 8. 
Jarvis, A. BE. Sexton, H. E. Knight, E. J. Williams, 
J. M. Campbell, H. C. Price, G. M. Brooke; Surgeons 
g. A. Smith and J. C. Dougherty. While en route from 
Santiago, Cuba, she went ashore on Aug. 2 on Windsor 
Reef. about a mile south of Fortune Island, one of the 
Bahamas, with 412 men of the 5th Inf. on board. When 
she first struck, in the total darkness, the vessel listed 
to port; but when the troops were all ordered on the 
starboard side, she immediately straightened. After 
attempts to warp the ship off had been tried without suc- 
cess, the officers determined to land the troops. A con- 
siderable ground swell was on, but the entire battalion 
was successfully landed in the ship’s boats, towed by a 
steam-launch. The boats were afteggwards employed in 
conveying supplies to the shore for fle troops. She got 
off at high water on Aug. 5 and was reported uninjured. 





Orders were issued August 8, for the home battalion 
of the Seeond U. 8S. Infantry to proceed immediately 
from Fort Thomas, Ky., to San Francis¢o, there to 
take the first transport for China.

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OUR ARMY ORDNANCE. 

The Secretary of War has sustained the protest of the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications and has decided 
that the 3-inch field gun recently adopted by the Ord- 
nance Department shall not be officially selected by the 
War Department. prior to being tested by the Ordnance 
and Fortifications Board. In the issue of the Army 
avd Navy Journal of August 4 we gave some of the 
salient points of difference between the Board of Ord- 
nance and Fortifications and the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, relative to the new gun, and stated that General 
Miles had filed an official protest with the Secretary of 
War against the contract being awarded for the manu- 
facture of these guns before additional tests had been 
made. The controversy over the adoption of this gun 
bids fair to be as bitter as the disagreement of last 
winter over the manufacture of such a large number of 
disappearing gun carriages. In truth it seems that the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications and the Ordnance 
Department are at odds on nearly every point which 
arises respecting ordnance. 

It is well that the Secretary ef War has concluded to 
delay making a contract for the new 3-inch gun for the 
artillery until the Board of Ordnance and Fortification 
shall have an opportunity to pass upon the question of its 
merits at its next meeting to be held at Sandy Hook, 
Aug. 23. At that time other guns of the same calibre 
will be tested. General Buffington has also been over- 
ruled in the matter of the Howell gun cariage, the 
Board having ailotted $5,605.10 for alterations in the 
mount in spite of his protest. A request for $30,000 for 
a new carriage was not allowed. The question of 
disappearing gun carriages is still under debate. Infor- 
mation as to their value has been sought from abroad 
and by letters addressed to artillery officers of our own 
service. Many replies have already been received. 

The functions of the Board of Ordnance and Forti- 
fications have been clearly defined by law and by a 
decision rendered by former Secretary of War Lamont. 
In a letter dated January 7, 1896, written by Mr. La- 
mont to the President of the Board, he thus describes 
its functions: “Its duty is to ascertain, with a view to 
their utilization by the Government, the most effective 
guns, * * * * and other implements and engines 
of war. These being determined, become the types 
to which all other things of the same kind must con- 
form, until, by a similar process, another type is de- 
termined.” This is clear and does not admit of any 
misunderstanding, and still the Ordnance Department, 
it is claimed, continues in its attempt to establish types 
without authority from the Board. Necessarily there is 
a conflict which always operates to the detriment of the 
efficiency of the Army. 

The Board of Ordnance and Fortifications, at its meet- 
ing at Sandy Hook, August 23, will also test the 6-inch 
Crozier-Buffington disappearing carriage and the 5-inch 
pillar carriage. In all probability the Board will, after 
this test, be in a position to make definite recommenda- 
tions for the adoption of the field gun, but as to the 
disappearing carriage it will not arrive at any conclu- 
sion prior to advices being received from abroad. About 
the Ist of October the Board will receive reports from 
an agent now in Europe on the disappearing gun car- 
riage, and then the famous controversy will be settled, 
as far as the Ordnance Department and the Board -of 
Ordnance and Fortifications are concerned. 

As will be remembered, the Ordnance Department, 
some years ago and prior to a type having been estab- 
lished by the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications, 
ordered thirty-five of the Crozier-Buffington 6-inch dis- 


appearing gun carriages. A protest was made to this 
action, but not in time to prevent the manufacture of 
twenty-nine of the thirty-five contracted for. These 
carriages were put into ase at various fortifications and 
severe criticisms have been made by many officers 
under whose notice they have come. It is claimed that 
the use of the carriage for the 6-inch rapid fire guns 
makes the guns in reality slow fire, and destroys, to a 
great extent,- their efficiency. There are many other 
objections made to the carriage which are purely tech- 
nical and need not be mentioned in this connection. It 
ean be readily seen, however, that the ground is well 
taken that the guns are made slow fire by the adoption 
of the carriage for this type of gun. 

Three years ago attention was called by leading artil- 
lerymen to the pressing need by the Army of a modern 
field gun, and yet the matter has not been settled. 
Since that time the country has been at war and the 
old antique guns have been used. What would have 
been the result if we had been rushed into conflict with 
nations such as Germany, France or England, whose 
artillery is equipped with modern guns and whose ar- 
mies are supplied with excellent ammunition? Possi- 
bly some such eatastrophe as this would open the eyes 
of the Department to the inefficiency of the Ordnance 
equipment. 

In a personal letter an officer of the Army says: 
“Every one will, I am sure, appreciate and thank you 
for the remarks in your paper of August 4 about the 
Ordnance people in connection with the bids for new 
field guns and the new revolvers. There are not any- 
where more able and more hard-working men than the 
Ordnance officers, but they certainly have the passion 
for finality and do not seem to see that nothing in the 
world is final and perfect—the whole world being an 
experiment—the testing mania indeed.” 

It is difficult to understand why if the Ordnance De- 
partment intended to furnish the Army with an automat- 
ic pistol they did not do so two years ago at least. The 
excuse of lack of funds does not avail in this case, as 
there has been the emergency fund of fifty millions to 
draw upon. A reference to the “Journal of the Military 
Service Institution” for November, 1897, published very 
nearly three years ago, will show that Capt. (then 
Lieut.) Frederick S. Foltz therein set forth the merits 
of the Mauser automatic pistol, and three months earlier 
they could have been learned from an article in the 
“Revue de Armee Belge.’ Captain Foltz spoke from 
a personal experience with this arm, as well as from 
a comparison of his own experience with that of others. 
More recently the “Journal of the’ Institute” has pre- 
sented what it called a scientific demonstration of the 
accuracy and effectiveness of the automatic pistol, which 
is described as “easily the most wonderful piece of 
ordnance ever actually adopted for the use of soldiers.” 
The Mauser pistol has been for some time in use in 
the German cavalry; it has been used in South Africa 
with marvelous results as reports we have published 
show. And yet with its value demonstrated, and 
the importance of adopting it urged upon his atten- 
tion by progressive officers, General Buffington has but 
just reached the point of considering the question of us- 
ing the automatic principle in small arms, and is lead- 
ing the Army once more along the weary round of 
experimenting to determine questions that might be 
settled by prompt action without delay. Has the news 
not yet penetrated the closed doors of the Ordnance 
office that there is war in the Philippines, there is war 
in China, and if our Army is ever going to have the 
most effective arms it wants them now? The men in 
the field may conquer a peace in both countries, and 
then somnolent experimenting may do no special harm, 
but it is wholly out of place just now. 


“PROTECTION” 
MEANS. 


If those who are making such an outcry against the 
alleged imperialistic tendencies of the present admin- 
istration would turn their attention to an analysis of 
the platform and intentions of the opposing party, they 
would find that the march of events has put this 
country in a position in which that which would have 
passed as imperialism of the most aggressive kind a 
few years ago is now put forward as an alternative 
policy to “imperialism.” ‘The plan of the Democratic 
party as declared by its platform and chief candidate 
is for this nation to declare freedom to the Philippines, 
establish a stable government there and then extend 
the protection of this country to the new government. 
This would be an extension of the Monroe doctrine 
which would be inconsistent with the “splendid isola- 
tion” of which we heard so much in years not long 
gone by. The Monroe doctrine would seem to be a 
small and insignificant diplomatic affair compared with 
the newer policy All continents might come under its 
sway and in the process of time with the successful 
exploration of the polar regions it might spread its 
wings over the Arctic and Antarctic Republics. 

in discussing the “protection” which he wishes us to 
accord to the Filipinos in case they set up a govern- 
ment, Mr. Bryan does not display that prevision which 
one would look for in a leader who has so high a place 
in the nation. In a letter dated Lincoln, Neb., May 31, 
Mr. Bryan said: “I do not anticipate any trouble from 
the protection suggested. Our protection of the South 
American Republics has been a great help to them 
and a very little expense to us.” This opinion he re- 
asserts in his letter of acceptance. It should have oc- 
curred to Mr. Bryan that it is one thing to assert our 
pre-eminence in matters connected with our own con- 
tinent and quite another to sail half around the globe to

make it effective. In defending the Philippine Repub. 
lic in the East we should have no advantage of 
continental proximity which we have in ‘all contentions 


touching the American continent. In the waters of 
the Orient we should stand upon the same footing as 
any other power seeking the Islands. 

To make our protection more than a mere name we 
should require an Army and Navy which would haye 
appalled this country three years ago. It is a narrow 
view of the responsibilities we should incur in assum- 
ing the protection of the Philippines that can see po 
more expense involved in them than in the obligations 
we have previously successfully shouldered in defending 
the South and Central American Republics. - The. mer- 
ciless logic of events has widened our destiny; even 
Mr. Bryan admits that. Our egis is now flung over the 
widest seas. Our defensive-and offensive powers must 
be widened commensurately. Our protection of the 
Philippines would only invite attack unless we were 
in a position of preparedness for land and sea fight. 
ing that would make the nations of the world think 
twice before forcing the Philippinos to call upon us, 
Washington’s maxim, “in time of peace prepare for 
war,” would have a significance little dreamed of by 
the Father of his Country. The military potential. 
ities of the Republic would have to be ready for instant 
expression and exhibition thousands of miles from 
home across the largest ocean. The cost of this state 
of readiness would match the expenditures likely to 
attend any plans of expansion now before the country. 

Holding the Philippines as a colony would entail 
only the expense ‘of establishing order in the interior 
or carrying.on a guerrilla warfare for a certain per- 
iod, the cost of which could be calculated in advance 
as a constant figure, but “protection” to a Filipino 
republic holds in its womb the possibilities of a gigantic 
struggle with one or more Powers, the losses in which 
would beggar the imagination to picture.

THE STORY OF OUR CAVALRY. 
“From Yorktown to Santiago” is the title of the work 
in which Lieut.-Col. Wm. H. Carter, A. A. G., describes 
the services of the 6th U. 8S. Cav. As the advance copies 
came from the press, the regiment sailed out of 
the Golden Gate, bound for China, with General Chaf- 
fee, whose service in the regiment included the history 





making epoch of the closing half of the century. The 


author remarks that to conserve the truth of history, 
it may soon be necessary to amend the title to read: 
“From Yorktown to Pekin.” The title of the volume 
is derived from the first and last battles in which the 
regiment participated. This regiment had the honor, 
as the advance guard, to lead the army of the Potomac, 
under McClellan, from Yorktown up the Peninsula, 
to the battlefields around Richmond; and at Santiago, 
when our flag was run to the masthead over the palace, 
replacing the Spanish emblem which for more than 
three centuries had floated over the city, it was the 
6th Cavalry band, brought in from the trenches, which 
saluted it with “Hail Columbia.” 

Colonel Carter has been successful in gathering from 
musty files, the material for a connected and interest- 
ing story of this gallant regiment and the one that 
is typical of that of the other cavalry regiments, in 
which are to be found some high ideals and the same 
ambitions found. 

The services of this regiment illustrate quite thorough- 
ly the development of the American Cavalry idea in 
the Civil War, and during later years on the frontier. 
Of this period the author truly says: “The nation has 
seldom taken to heart the services of the regular army 
on the frontier; in fact it was not until Remington anil 
his confreres pictured the life in all its character-making 
incidents and rough manhood, that general interest 
was awakened. While the country was supposed to 
be in a state of profound peace, the little frontier gar- 
risons, which made the settlement of half a continent 
possible, unostentatiously went about their work of 
carving the path of an empire without expectation of 
other reward than a consciousness of duty right nobly 
performed. 

“An excellent idea of the scouts, and fights with plains 
Indians as well as Apaches may be obtained by follow- 
ing the career of this fine body of troopers.” 

We commend the chapter of Colonel Carter’s work 
devoted to the Santiago campaign to the attention of 
the large body of worthy people who only know of the 
soldierly work done in that campaign from the modicum 
of truth to be found in the confused and exaggerated 
stories of yellow journalism. The book is handsomely 
illustrated by Remington, de Thulsstrup, Kleffer, Gaul, 
Christy, Zogbaum and others, and will be not only. a 
most creditable memento for those who have followe:l 
the guidons, but will furnish knowledge and information 
to laymen interested in the little army of Regulars 
which at the outbreak of the war with Spain, was second 
to no body of troops in the world.

Lord § Salisbury gave these directions to Ambassador 
Pauncefote at Washington: “You should suggest to 
Seeretary of State Hay that any troops which it is pos- 
sible to send from Manila would be of great value, as it 
is probable that the United States Legation is in great 
danger, as well as the legations of the other Powers.” 
On June 23 Lord Pauncefote informed Lord Salisbury 
that in addition to the regiment already ordered from 
Manila to Tien-Tsin, 300 marines were going, though at 
that date the United States did not think a state of war 
necessarily existed in China. 

Our little trouble over the spelling of “‘Porto Rico,” 
to which some of our military contemporaries still insist 
upon giving the Spanish letters, can give us some idea 
of the war which has been raging in France for several 
years over the gender of the new word “automobile.” 
The matter came up finally in the French Academy on 
July 12, and after a long and heated debate the sup- 
porters of the masculine gender carried the day on a 
test vote. So our West Point and Annapolis boys in 
their French themes must write “un automobile,” not 
‘une automobile.” To an Anglo-Saxon ear not attuned 
to the subtleties of French sounds it perhaps may appear 
strange that a gender has been selected for the word 
that will compel a modification of the nasal “n” sound 
in making the liaison between the article and the noun. 
If we had an Academy to pass on disputed words per- 
haps we should have a clearer idea of the meaning of 
the word “line” in such uses as “officer of the line,” 
‘infantry of the line,” ete. As we have adopted 
“automobile” -with that unquestioning avidity with 
which an American appropriates a good word wherever 
he finds it, we are naturally interested in whatever 
befalls our linguistic foundling in the land of its birth.

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The fact that the old Monocacy, at Taku, is armed 
with old-fashioned muzzle-loading cast-iron guns has 
been commented upon by foreign navy officers with no 
little curiosity, and even in our own service this fact 
has been criticised, but when it is known that these 
old guns are considered as far better than the new 
high power guns for river fighting, the criticism ceases 
to be of much value. The smashing effect combined 
with the ability to send large shells into a thickly 
settled locality is evidence that even the “Old Wheel- 
barrow,” as she is called on the China station, is of 
great value. In fact there are many officers in the 
Navy who advocate the arming of all our river gun- 


boats with smooth-bore’ breech-loaders for just such 
fighting as they are likely to engage in. As long range 
and piercing effects are not required in river work, 
but the ability to pour an effective incendiary fire into 
a body of men, to demolish a wall. or to throw rapidly 
large shell into a city, a vessel of the Monocacy type, 
armed with heavy guns of the smooth-bore variety, 
will be the very best combination we can bring together 
for the purpose.

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Major-General MacArthur, Military Governor of the 
Philippine Islands, announces that in order to encourage 
among the people the idea of self-protection against rob- 
bers and roving bands of criminals, with which the coun- 
try abounds, department commanders are authorized to 
arm the local police in towns where such action would 
in their judgment be prudent and expedient. For this 
purpose requisitions may be submitted to the Division 
Headquarters for calibre 45 Colt revolvers and an ade- 
quate supply of ammunition. This arm will be replaced 
at an early date by a more suitable weapon. For the 
better performance of the duties contemplated, it is 
desired that the organization of police be systematized, 
and if possible, the scope of action extended so as to 
make these constabulary bodies, by.means of mounted 
detachments, conservators of the peace and safety of 
districts, instead of confining their operations to areas 
limited by the boundaries of towns and barrios.

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The subject of range finders is one which is but little 
understood, except by those who are initiated. There 
appears on the surface to be considerable dissatisfaction 
in some quarters with the Lewis instrument. Just to 
what extent and in what respect, is at present a matter 
of conjecture; and it is hinted, by those in a position 
to know, that personal motives are at the bottom of it. 
We understand that Captain Lewis has sold all his 
rights in the range finder which bears his name, and 
personally has no longer any but a sentimental interest 
in it. The Lewis range finder, tvpe B, is an emergency 
instrument intended for use at the guns. While we do 
not know the exact cost of it, we are positive that it nas 
been erroneously stated at $500. A range finder 
has been invented by Capt. William Rafferty, Ist Art., 
but the Patent Office holds that it is an infringement of 
re range finder and refuses to grant a pateat 
for it 
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The U. 8S. Post Office Department is displaying com- 
mendable enterprise in the transportation of mails on 
foreign stations, its latest move being the establishment 
of a floating post office in China for the accommodation 
of soldiers, sailors and legation people. It will be a sub- 
station of the San Francisco office, and will have its base 
at Nagasaki, Japan. That point has been chosen be- 
cause nearly all the transports will touch there, and not 
only will be convenient for the soldiers, but it will be a 
central point for despatching mail to and from this coun- 
try. There will be floating post offices with each import- 
ant division of the American troops, and mail wilt be 
handled for them almost on the field of battle. Money 
orders will be sold and cashed, and parcels will be taken 
care of.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Navy Department will begin the,issue of warrants. 


to such acting warrant machinists as have qualified 
for the positior by the requisite year’s service afloat 
and have received the _recommendation of _ their 
commandi and engineering officers: So far as is 
known st the present time, few, if any, of these men 
pave | received ‘any but favorable testimonials and 
their Warrants in’the regular service will be made out 
in the order of their precedence as established on 
heir examinations for the acting warrants. It is prob- 
able that all of these warrant machinists will 
renain On their present assignments after the regular 
warrants have been issued. 

Notwithstanding the adverse reports on the efficiency 
of the purchased cruiser New Orleans it appears that 
this vessel is the only one of any considerable size fly- 
ing the American flag on the Asiatic station which 
has not been. frequently docked since arriving on that 
station, and it is due to the ship to say that save 
in some of the interior arrangements she is the best 
man-of-war of the squadron under command of Redr 
Admiral Remey -The trial speed of the New Orleans 
has been maintained with scarcely a noticeable drop, and 
so far as structural strength is involved there can be 
nothing said adversely to the vessel. Taken as a whole, 
the New Orleans has been a good investment for the 
Navy. 

Lute reports from Captain Craig of the U. S. 8. 
Albany, are quite flattering as to the efficiency and 
sufficiency .of the new ship, and it is not unlikely that 
in view of the desirability of such a vessel on that 
squidron, the Albany will be sent to China. 


The beard of construction of the Navy has practically 
decided upon the details of the three protected cruisers 
authorized during the last session of Congress. Accord- 
ing to the recommendations of the majority of the 
Board these vessels will be in many consutiale aieiier 
to what has hitherto been classed under the heading of 
armored cruisers. They are to have a trial displace- 
ment of about 9500 tons and are to carry in the neigh- 
borhood of 700 tons of armor. The sides of the cruisers, 
if the recommendations of the majority of the Board are 
followed, will be protected by four inch armor. There 
is un agreement in the Board as to the batteries of 
the three vessels. They will carry 16 six-inch rapid 
fire guns, 14 mounted in broadside and two in center. 


Rear Admiral Hichborn, Chief Naval Constructor, 
who made the estimates to Congress for the construc- 
tion of these protected cruisers, has made a minority 
report in which he protests against the action of 
the majority in making the ships in reality armored 
cruisers and not protected cruisers as the law provides. 
The last naval appropriation bill authorized the construc- 
tion of “three protected cruisers of about 8,000 tons 
trial displacement carrying the most powerful ordnance 
for vessels of their cla»s, and to have the highest 
speed ecampatible with good cruising qualities and 
great radius of action, and to cost exclusive of arma- 
ment, not exceeding $2,800,000 each.” It is stated that 
if the recommendations of the majority of the board are 
followed the vessels will eventually cost over three 
nillion dollars, and it is also claimed that according to 
the wording of the law here quoted it will be illegal 
to construet the ¢éruisers with side armor. «It was 
originally intended to have these vessels built after the 
the Olympia type, but the Board decided otherwise. 
What action the Secretary will take it is yet impos- 
sible to say although it seems evident that the recom- 
mendations of the majority of the Board cannot be 
adopted. : 

The torpedo boat Barney was recently launched at 
the Bath Iron Works and her. sister ship, the Bagley, 
will be launched at the same place August 30. These 
two little craft were designed by the Bath lron Works 
and resemble in design the torpedo boats Dahlgren and 
Craven, already in commission at Newport. The Bar- 
ney is named for Captain Joshua Barney, who com- 
manded the Hyder Ali in the action of April 8th, 1782, 
when she captured the English vessel General Monk. 
The Bagley, which is to be launched, is named for 
Ensign Worth Bagley, U. 8.

The armored cruiser La Marseillaise has been success- 
fully launched at Brest. She is of 10,000 tous, and her 
engines, which will furnish 20,500 horse-power, are ex- 
pected to give a speed of twenty-one knots. 

The French Northern and Mediterranean Squadrons 
fell in with one another at the given rendezvous off the 
coast of Spain on July 2, the scouts of the two squadrons 
discovering each other simultaneously. The “Moniteur 
de la Flotte” of July 14 says: “It was truly a beautiful 
and enlivening spectacle te see this impressive re-union 
of powerful battleships and swift cruisers, all in the 
perfection of training and ready for action, taking up 
their positions with order and precision under the flag 
of a chief than whom none was better fitted for their 
command.” After some days spent at sea in instructive 
exercises the combined fleets anchored on July 9 at Brest, 
where a stay of several days was to be made, during 
which a series of fetes was to be held. Congratulatory 
telegrams were exchanged upon the arrival of the fleet 
at Brest between Admiral Gervais and the President of 
the Republic. 

An account is given by “Le Yacht” of experiments 

conducted at Havre with the life boat Admiral Cloue, de- 
signed to test a new system of calming a stormy sea by 
poarins oil upon it. he motive power is supplied by a 
vottle of carbonic acid in the centre of the boat, which 
develops sufficient gas to project the oil by its pressure 
through a dozen different apertures outside the lifeboat. 
The results are said to have been absolutely conclusive, 
the sea being calmed in a very remarkable manner. 


In view of the state of affairs in the Far Bast, the 
Japanese are urging contractors to push ahead with ves- 
sels under construction. Several chips are to be added 
to their fleet this month and next. The Yakumo, an 
armored cruiser of 9,800 tons, left in July for Japan. 
The Adzuma, a sister ship, built at St. Nazaire, is also 
ready, and the gunnery trials have taken place. The 
Asahi, battleship, made her gunnery trials last month 
and left for Japan. ‘The Idzumo, another armored 
cruiser of 9,800 tons, will be complete and undergo her 
gunnery trials on August 12 or 13, and will leave for 
Japan shortly afterwards. ‘The completion of the Hat- 
suse and Iwate, the former a battleship, the latter 
another sister of the Yakumo, has been delayed by the 
non-delivery of armor plates. 


The Concord will return to Mare Island in the course 
of the next year for a much-needed overhauling in the 
machinery department.

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THE EVER-FAITHFUL MARINBS. 

Officers at the Marine Barracks in Washington are 
uncertain at what time the three thousand additional 
marines ordered to China will leave this country.

All of them qualified mentally, 
but a few failed physically. Admiral Remey has rec- 
ommended that those who failed in this way be pro- 
moted on account of gallantry displayed in the recent 
actions. 

Captain Leonard, who was wounded in the engage- 
ment at Tien-Tsin, is improving, although it was found 
necessary to amputate his arm at the shoulder. He 
will .soon be in condition to take his examination for 
xromotion, and it is to be hoped that the Examining 

oard will not recommend that he be retired because 
of the loss of his arm. This officer has on several oc- 
casions showed his bravery, and at the time he re- 
ceived the wound which caused the loss of his arm he 
was carrying a wounded brother officer out of danger.

The New York “Tribune” of last Sunday has a glow- 
ing and well-deserved tribute to our Marine Corps. It 
a attention to the fact that this corps antedates the 
Navy. 

“The marine has been on hand,” said an officer of 
the corps, “whenever great military or naval évents 
took place. Knglish marines were in the thick of the 
fight at Concord and at Bunker Hill in the Revolu- 
tionary war, and Nelson received his death wound at 
the hand of a French marine. Marines under the com- 
mand of Col. Robert E. Lee captured John Brown at 
Harper’s Ferry in 1859, and when the Seminole war 
broke out all the marines were sent to Florida. Marines 
went with Scott to Mexico, and they were the first to 
enter the capital after its surrender. American marines 
marched six hundred miles across the Africam: desert 
and captured the fortress of Derne, in the Tripoli cam- 
paign, and even at the battle of Bull Run there were 
marines with General MacDowell’s forces. I mention 
these few instances just to show that the marine is 
not exempt from land service, although he is an im- 
portant factor on board ship. Captain Myers, who was 
reported killed and lately only wounded at Pekin, is 
the grandnephew of Capt. Levi Twiggs, who was also a 
marine officer, but was killed while leading a detach- 
ment of the corps in the charge on Chapultepec.” 

Capt. Thos. 8S. Borden, U. 8. M. C., is in command of 
the Marine detachment on the island of Basilan, P. L, 
with headquarters at Port Isabella, The duty of holding 
several important stations in the islands has n turned 
over to the Navy and the Marine contingent is the only 
portion of our floating force which is deemed qualified 
for this duty. Thus far the Island of Basilan has 
not given much trouble, but the men under command 
of Captain Borden stand ready and willing to “scrap” 
with any one at any time. he health of the com- 
mand was reported as excellent at last accounts. 

Capt. Ben. H. Fuller, U. 8. M. C., is with the Marine 
battalion at Taku, China, and will probably accompesy 
the relief column when it starts for Pekin. Capt. - 
ler is still borne on the books of the U. 8. 8. yn 
for pay and will rejoin his ship as soon as the fighting 
is over, 

It is related that EHdward Leonard Dyer, of Torring- 
ton, Conh., who recently enlisted in the Marine 
used to be very wealthy, but financial reverses set him 
back; that his* mining operations in Mexico once inter- 
ested capitalists in New York, and that he once tried to 
corner the wheat market in Chicago. The stories about 
him grew so.that by the time he left it was related that 
he married the American widow of an Italian Count on 
the Indian River, Florida, in January, 1895; that her 
estate was estimated at $7,000,000, and that when she 
died he received property which he sold for $135,000. 
It was asserted finally that he filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy in New York on May 8, 1899, with liabilities se- 
cured in land and development companies. 

The latest despatches from the front, in China, give 
such poor encouragement for the final recovery of - 
tenant Leonard, of the Marine Corps, that much dis- 
tress is felt in Washington, where the young officer has 
been so well anl so favorably known for some me 
past. It is hoped that with careful treatment 
tenant Leonard may recover.

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CAPTAIN M’CALLA IN CHINA. 

Very nice things are drifting across the Pacific about 
that sterling fighter, Capt. Bowman H. McCalla, U, 8S. N. 

Earl Ragsdale, son of American Consul at Tien-Tsin, 
recently returned to San Francisco from China, where 
he was in some of the thickest fighting. He was with 
Captain McCalla as an aide. 

“McCalla is loved by every American, British and Jap- 
anese soldier who has seen him fight,” declares Rags- 
dale. “On the relief march that was headed by Ad- 
miral Seymour it was McCalla’s generalship that made 
it possible for that little handful of soldiers to get 
back within writing distance of home. Seymour dis- 
cussed every move with him, and usually took his ad- 
vice, and when we got back to Tien-Tsin, the British 
Admiral was just generous enough to tell me all about 
it. “That my command pulled out in safety,’ he said, 
‘is due to Captain McCalla. The credit is his, not 
mine, and I shall recommend to the Queen that he 
and his men be recommended by her to the President 
of the United States.’ 

“MecCalla never knew when he was hurt or when to 
quit fighting. When things were at the warmest and 
it was evident that the expedition would have to go 
back, MeCalla let go his sword, took off his coat and 
hat, borrowed a gun from some poor devil who had 
no further use for it, and stood out in front of his 
men, shooting Boxers with the rest of them. 

The Captain also figures in the description of the fight- 
ing at Tien-Tsin by Chas. McIntosh of New York, who 
has returned from China. He was in the fighting of the 
Seymour relief expedition, and says: “We got to with- 
in forty miles of Pekin, but had to retreat the forty- 
eight miles to Tien-Tsin. We ran back a distance, 


and then were compelled to desert the trains, and make 
our way afoot, fighting for an opening. 


If it had’nt 


been for the Russian t none of us would have 


ever reached Tien-Tsin alive. Captain McCalla was 
riding a donkey... He had been shot th h the left 
instep and through the side of, . A bullet had 


gone through his scabbard a another through the 
brim of his hat. He was grit clear to the core. 

“On June 14 the Boxers made their first attack. They 
were absolutely fanatical in their fearlessness. Boys 15 
and‘16 years of age would march up within 150 yards 
of the machine guns and be mowed down. They had 
thought they could not be killed. The bodies of dead 
Chinese became so piled up in the Pei-ho at one point, 
that a boat had to be moved to let seventy or eighty 
of them float down the stream and this was the water 


we had to drink. ‘ . - 

“Of all the troops in China, Americans, British, Ger- 
mans, Russians, French, Italians and Japanese, the 
little eyes are the most soldierly, the neatest, the 


best drilled and the most precise and energetic.”

To the Editor of the the Army and Navy Journal: 

I have been very much interested in the article by 
General Schofield regarding the .canteen question, as 
given in your last number. As corroborative of the mat- 
ter I call attention to the following circumstance: I lately 
visited a Brigade encampment of the National Guard. 
The colonel of one regiment permitted the use of a 
certain amount of beer, while the colonel of the 
other regiment was opposed to its use; during the week 
of the encampment a raid was made on a “blind pig” 
outside the camps, and a large number of the men be 
longing to the latter regiment were found there and 
were arrested, while not one of the former was im- 
plicated. Comment would seem to be unnecessary. 

Regarding another point in the General's argument 
as to the high character of the troops of the gular 
Army,I would say that it was my fortune to fall in with 
the squadron of the 3d Cay. on their trip to San Frap- 
cisco, and I was greatly gratified to hear the terms of 
commendation as to their appearance and conduct. One 
of the conductors of the train remarked to me that he 
had transported a great many troops but never came 
in contact with such a fine body of men. As I had 
friends among them, this was pleasing to hear, as it 
entirely coincided with my own opinion, which had 
been formed by personal observation at Fort Myer as 
well as on the trip in question.

On the subject of the canteen, ex-Secretary of War 
Elkins said in a recent conversation: 

**What is all this fuss that the Democrats are making 
about th. canteen question?” 

An old soldier writing to the New York “Herald” on 
the canteen question says: “In the Exchange the sol- 
diers meet and talk over their lives, tell their stories and 
enjoy life like human beings. Here, so long as they con- 
duct themselves in a decent manner, they are free to 
enjoy themselves and are only reminded of military dis- 
cipline when they exceed the bounds of decency. If the 
people that are finding fault with the President in the 
canteen matter would only speak from practical expe- 
rience, rather than from theory, we would hear less 
complaints.” 

“The canteen question will peter out. The President 
has followed the advice of the senior officers in the Army, 
Democrats as well as Republicans, that the canteen was, 
on the whole, the best thing for the Army. Of course, 
he might have ruthlessly ordered it abolished, but that 
would be a crazy thing to do, in the face of the deliber- 
ate judgment of the officers; and, mind you, these officers 
are not in politics. You remember when I was Secre- 
tary of War, I tried to abolish the name of canteen, 
which has become odious to some people, and to estab- 
lish clubs for the exchange of opinion, as well as the 
distribution of beer. But there will always be a differ- 
ence of opinion on the drinking question. They will not 
keep the canteen question in politics long.” 

“That will peter out. It is not an“issue. It cannot 
endure, The President has followed the advice of the 
senior officers in the army, Democrats as well as Re- 
publicans, that the canteen was, on the whole, the best 
thing for the army. Of course he might have ordered 
it ruthlessly abolished, but that would have been a 
crazy thing to do in the face of the deliberate judgment 
of the officers; and mind you, these officers are not 
in politics. You remember when I was Secretary of War 
I tried to abolish the name of canteen, which has become 
odious to some people, and to establish clubs for the ex- 
change of opinions as well as the distribution of beer. 
But there will always be a difference of opinion on the 
drinking question. They will not keep the canteen 
question in politics long. No more do I expect they 
will raise the high license question as a campaign is- 
sue in national politics. The Democrats of the army 
favor the canteen as much as the Republicans.

It 
is properly a question of the army and its best officers, 
who are Democrats as well as Republicans. The Presi- 
dent is not responsible for it. I think it is safe to leave 
it in the hands of the army. They will do as they think 
best.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Thirty-one soldiers of the 45th Inf., under Captain 
Steinhauser met the insurgents near the town of Daet 
on the east coast of the Northern Camarines on June 
3, Captain Steinhauser was shot through both legs, 
three of his men were killed and seven wounded accord- 
ing to a report of the fight in the Manila press. 

The little band of Americans were passing through 
a defile in the mountains, when they ran into a strong 
force of ambushed insurgents who opened firé from the 
summit of the cliffs, overlooking the pass. Barly in 
the engagement Captain Steinhauser fell while fearlessly 
exposing himself to the enemy’s fire and urging his 
men to keep cool, and shoot to kill. They rushed the 
enemy’s position, and succeeded in driving him across 
a ravine, where he took up a position that was practi- 
cally impregnable. The Americans gathered up their 
wounded and fell back towards a barrio near by. The 
sight of the retreating band brought cheer after cheer 
from the rebels, who began an energetic pursuit. By 
this time Captain Steinhauser’s command had dwindled 
to 20 men. Ten of these under charge of a non-com- 
missioned officer covered the retreat through the defile 
and succeeded in checking the rebel pursuit until the 
wounded had been carried into the barrio, and placed 
in the stone church. When the rear guard came up, 
the church was immediately occupied and the windows 
and doors barricaded. This work was déne under a 
hot fire from the rebels, who having been reinforced 
by encouraged amigos, had completely surrounded the 
barrio. For several days the detachment was besieged 
in the church. Their food, water and ammunition ran 
low and several of the wounded had grown delirious, 
and as there was no surgeon in attendance their suf- 
ferings were extreme. 

An artificer, who volunteered to get help, waited 
until nightfall, and then stealthily left the church. 
crawling on his stomach for several hundred yards. 
He passed the insurgent lines without being discovered 
and succeeded in reaching a town garrisoned by Ameri- 
can troops and a strong detachment sent to the rescue of 
Steinhauser’s command raised the siege next morning 
and put the rebels to flight. The wounded were trans- 
ferred on litters to Daet. Full details of this fight 
would certainly prove interesting if it should prove to 
hive been as dramatic as the preceding account makes 
it appear. 

An expedition against the island of Unisan, situated 
fifteen miles off the coast of Tayabas, left Lucena on 
May 29. It comprised sixteen men of the 30th Inf. under 
command of Capt. P. C. Newberry. The party was 
gone three days. Evidences were discovered of an armed 
insurgent force on the island, but its whereabouts could 
not be ascertained. A rebel major was made a prisoner. 
Considerable ammunition and some rifles were captured. 

In the operations of Major Edgar Z. Steever, 3d 
Cay., along the coast road north of Vigan, he divided 
his force into three columns, and penetrated into the 
very heart of the insurgent country. One column was 
sent up the Cabuago River, another moved up the 
coast road within a few miles of Sinait, and the other 
struck inland for the mountain of Binmaye. These 
movements commenced early on the morning of June 15. 
The enemy was encountered near the mountain of 
Naradud and a short skirmish ensued, resulting in the 
defeat of the insurgents. The headquarters of General 
Tinio, the active leader who commands the insurgent 
forces of the provinces of Abra and Ilocos Norte, 
were burned and a bundle of thirty-five letters captured, 
signed by Tinio and dated June 15, threatening the in- 
habitants of ‘Cabuiago with dire punishment if they 
peacefully submitted to American occupation of their 
village, 

According to the newspapers of Manila, the fortifica- 
tions on the Lameta are to be destroyed and two big 
KXrupp guns standing at the northeast end of the drive- 
way will be removed to the arsenal. The old fashioned 
Spanish cannon that frown out on the bay from the walls 
of the old city will also be stored away in the arsenal. 
Some of the lighter ones will be disposed of as curiosi- 
ties, and shipped to America. It is the present inten- 
lion of the authorities, says one journal, to fortify Cor- 
regidor heights in the latest and most approved fashion. 
‘he heaviest coast defence guns will be mounted on 
the fortifications and powerful searchlights will be 
placed in commanding positions. It says sanguinely 
that in the opinion of naval officers Corregidor can 
he made into a second Gibraltar. 

When A and B companies of the 9th Inf. came 
down to Manila from Concepcion, fifteen men were 
eft to guard the quarters. The garrison had scarcely 
left on June 21, when about twenty-five rebels sur- 
ounded the place. They opened up fire on the little 
detachment from all sides. The fifteen ‘men went out 
singly and formed in open order as scouts. Each acted 
udependently, and the result was that the rebels were 
driven to the mountains, leaving seven dead and three 
prisoners in the hands of the garrison. Not an American 
was scratched. While crossing a swollen river between 
O'Donnel and Capas, A company met with a serious 
disaster. The raft on which their blanket rolls and 
other equipments were being transferred across the 
torrent, broke up in mid stream, and the baggage and 
four native polers were carried away, the latter to their 
death. Not a soldier was lost. 

At Malina, a town in a remote district of the moun- 
tains, was a garrison of ten men under Sergeant Allen, 
Co. H, of the 16th, stationed there. On June 3, one 
man was sent to Ilagan with despatches; two were 
sent to sleep in a tobacco warehouse at the request 
of the agent, and the remaining seven were in quarters 
in another section of the town. Near midnight, Pri- 
vate Whitney, on guard, discovered the cook house afire. 
He gave the alarm and tried to put the fire out. While 
thus engaged, two natives arose before him and com- 
menced an attack. He received a bolo cut in the leg 
and a bullet in his arm. Sergeant Allen started to his 
assistance, but scarcely had he placed his foot on the 
steps when the swish of a bolo was heard, which struck 
his leg, almost severing the foot. The sergeant fell 
back upon the porch and crawled into the house. 

The space under the building was full of insurgents 
and the boys began to shoot through the floor. ri- 
vates Doyle and Holobaugh sprang through the door 
to the ground and began firing under the building into 
the attacking party. Under this fire the others were 
enabled to reach the ground, after which a fight ensued 
lasting ten minutes. Many of the enemy were wounded, 
as they could be seen carrying their comrades away. 
The place proving too hot on account of the heavy fire, 
the enemy drew off leaving behind one dead. The 
quarters and everything in them were burned, except 
flag, rifles and belts. The attacking party was twenty- 
five or thirty strong, having a few rifles, the greater 
number being armed with bolos. 

A’ brief engagement was fought on the banks of 
the Agno river, on June 23. The rebels were defeated 
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with the loss of six killed, seven wounded and four 
captured. Farad were no casualties on our side. De- 
tachments of the 24th Inf. under Lieutenants Jackson, 
Halstead and Sweeny from Taguy, and another detach- 
ment from the same regiment from San Nicolas par- 
ticipated in the engagement. Lieutenant Jackson’s 
command was mounted and he was the first one to 
meet the enemy. He led his men against their front, and 
was driving them steadily back, when the Infantry came 
up in time to hurry the rebel retreat. 

A Filipino was arraigned before the Manila provost 
court charged with having furnished American marines 
with intoxicants in sufficient quantities to make them 
drunk in order to steal their cartri . He threw 
considerable light on the underhand methods used 
by the insurgent sympathizers to aid their brothers in 
arms. The man had been head — of the Capones 
lighthouse at the entrance to Manila Bay. He gave 
up the lighthouse on the downfall of Manila, but got 
the job back again through the kindness of the Ameri- 
can officer of the post. Then word came to Manila that 
he was disposing of all the wine he could to the marines 
garrisoning the place, and when the men were stupefied 
through drink, he was stealing their ammunition, which 
he would send off to the rebel soldiers. 4 

H company of the 4l1st Inf., swam the Rio Grande 
near Calumpit on June 17, on their way back from 
General Grant’s expedition beyond San Miguel, to An- 
geles where they are doing garrison duty. hen the 
thirty-six men of H company reached the banks of 
the river, some miles down the river and opposite the 
Calumpit side, they found that all the bridges had been 
washed away by the flood. They were in a dilemma, 
for grub was scarce. Finally they decided to swim the 
river with all their equipments. Though the current 
was very rapid, they got across with their rifles, belts 
and ammunition without the loss of a cartridge. 

The Manila “Freedom” of June 12 gave this as the 
composition of General Wheaton’s staff: Captain Dodd, 
judge advocate; Major Alvord, adjutant general; Major 
Stevens, chief quartermaster; Captain Carr, chief signal 
officer; Captain Orr, assistant quartermaster; Captain 
Hegarty, chief commissary officer: Lieutenant-Colonel 
Heizmann, chief surgeon and Captains Webster and 
Howland, aides. 

Just at the break of day on June 4 a detachment 
of 40 Americans from A and B companies, 28th Inf., 
were ambushed near Lemery. Captain Crenshaw was 
shot in the head, and Private Frank Smith badly wound- 
ed in his right hip. Ten of the enemy were killed, 
their bodies being buried on the field; and three wounded 
and made prisoners. The detachment under Captain 
Crenshaw and Lieut Neilson left Lemery on the even- 
ing of June 3, guided by a native, who had promised 
to reveal to them a ladrone rendezvous. He led them 
astray through several barrios, and overcome with 
fatigue, they halted a short while before daylight. Sud- 
denly, the enemy opened fire from the right and left. 
The detachment instantly formed as skirmishers and 
advanced, firing at regular intervals. The rebels after 
firing several volleys broke from their cover and com- 
menced running across an open field 








SOCIAL LIFE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

The “Globe Trotter” says in “Town Topics”: After 
a period of confusion and ,bewilderment, social affairs 
in the Philippines have, to some extent, straightened 
themselves out. At first all the different varieties of 
cross breeds broke into little coteries, each of which 
tried to impress on the American officers and their 
wives, the real social dictators, that it alone was the 
pure social salt of the islands. These coteries agreed 
on one point only—their disdain for the full-blooded na- 
tive and their determination to shut him out of society 
affairs. With true republican spirit, our Army officers 
tried to harmonize contending elements and make suf- 
ficient wealth to entertain and a career not crimsoned 
by any worse crime than the assassination of a political 
rival the only requisites for social recognition. In this 
laudable aim’ they have almost triumphed. Spanish, 
Chino and Jap mestizos now meet at the same recep- 
tions, dine at the same table and embrace each other 
repeatedly on parting. 

ut when the American officers carried their demo- 
eratic ideas to the extent of trying to introduce full- 
blooded Tagalos and Visayans, the cross-bloods revolted 
in a body and absolutely refused to have anything to 
do with the “niggers.”” Here was a big and threatening 
problem to solve. To socially ostracise the _ Fili- 
pinos might drive them once more into open hostilities, 
but a continuous association with the straight-out na- 
tives was too much for the strongest American stomach, 
and so the Americans decided to split the difference. 
One night they dance with the wealthy Mestizo hacienda 
owner, and the next they danced at the casa of the flat- 
nosed presidente of the pueblo. 

On Negros, the coolest and healthiest of the Sum- 
mer islands, the favorite seaside resort, because of its 
proximity to the wealthy Dom Pedro’s estate, is Binal- 
bagan; Ysabel, for the same reason, is the best pat- 
ronized mountain resort. For big functions the Summer 
visitors go from one pueblo to the other, the distance 
being but nine miles. A recent social event in Ysabella, 
was the wedding of the daughter of Senor Apolonio 
Tacson at the casi populi (town hall). It was diverting 
to watch a Negrotian, with a plum-pudding complexion 
and a double-barrelled mole for a nose, clad in white 
duck and tan shoes, purchased in violation of Army 
regulations from some private, swagger up to an Ameri- 
can ofticer’s wife or daughter, jab his elbow at her, and 
say, in the native gibberish: “Icao muluyag mag sant 
sa acon?’ And the charming American would resign 
herself to the situation and say, “Yes, thank you,” and 
dance a two-step with the perspiring Malay, whose 
white ducks soon became limp and dripping, and who 
complacently puffed a cigarette all the while. When 
you are among the Malays do as the Malays do. 

In the Philippines officers socially inclined soon get a 
haggard hunted look, and go about with the air of 
health inspectors who have discovered a bad odor.

BRITISH NAVAL MANOEUVRES. 

The British vessels are gathering for the autumn 
manoeuvres, the progress of which indicates that the 
problem is to be the solution of the question of an attack 
from France. To a fleet composed of the Channel squad- 
ron and some vessels specially detailed, under command 
of Vice Admiral Rawson, Ireland is assigned as hostile 
territory, and this fleet is sub-divided into three grou 
known as Al, A2 and A3, of which Al, A2 were at 
outbreak of hostilities to be stationed at Berehaven and 
Lough Swilly, respectively, while A3 was supposed to 
be expected from the Mediterranean. In the same wa 
the B fleet, commanded by Rear Admiral Sir Gera 
Noel, with Rear Admiral Hammet as second, is divided 
into two portions B1 and B2, 1 under Sir Gerard Noel 
being at Milford, while B2 under Admiral Hammet was 
at Lamlash, The territory of the B fleet includes the 
whole of Great Britain from Cape Wrath to Land’s 
End, the Isle of Man, and the Scilly Isles. In Great 
Britain, Milford Haven is supposed to be fortified; in 
Ireland Berehaven, Queenstown and Lough Swilly. 

With regard to battleships, the three groups of the A 
fleet are together one less than the two groups of B, 
each possessing several obsolete vessels of no great fight- 
ing value. In cruisers also the two fleets are about 
equal. Each fieet has besides several fast small craft, 
and while the A fleet has some twenty-four torpedo 
boats, to the B fleet destroyers only are assigned. 

_ Each fleet will try to obtain command of the sea, that 
is to say, will endeavor to defeat the other, to shut him 
up in his ports, and especially to clear the sea of his tor- 
pedo craft. Among the subjects upon which it is hoped 
to obtain information, the determination of the most guit- 
able distance for a squadron watching a hostile fleet, 
occupies a prominent place, and it is hoped also to ascer- 
tain how far cruisers are likely to prove effective in 
chasing and driving into port the torpedo craft of the 
enemy. 

TAYLOR-WHITE PROCESS FOR TOOL 
HARDENING. 


The Bethlehem Steel Company has been making im- 
portant changes in the organization of their shop meth- 
ods as the result of experiments made under the direc- 
tion of Mr. F. W. Taylor and its engineer-of-tests, Mr. 
Maunsel White. ‘These experiments have resulted in 
the establishment of a standard and uniform grade of 
tool steel, the ‘use of which is enforced upon all, regard- 
less of individual preferences. In the tests of these 
various makes of tool steels over 200 tons of steel forg- 
ings have been cut up into turnings on the experimental 
lathe, and it is estimated that over $100,000 have been 
expended in labor and material alone in developing the 
process called by the names of the discoverers, the 
“Taylor-White” process. A still further large sum has 
been invested in the patents covering the process which 
have been purchased by the Bethlehem Steel Company 
from the inventors. The table that follows shows the 
increase of efficiency up to January of this year result- 
ing from these experiments and the adoption of this 
process, whose efficiency has been demonstrated by them: 
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_ The improvement in tools has permitted an increase 
in. the speed of the main lines of shaft from 90 to 250 
revolutions and a corresponding increase in the speed 
of individual machines. As a result of this increased 
speed the men take a more general interest in their 
work. The Taylor-White process gives to the steel 
valuable and exceptional property of retaining a high 
degree of hardness when heated to a visible red heat. 
It is possible with one of these tools to cut steel at a 
speed so great as to heat up the point of the tool to 
redness and have it continue to cut for several minutes 
at this speed, leaving an unusually smooth finish on 
the work, as well as cutting accurately to size, thus 
materially lessening the work of finishing. The Le 
penetrates to the center of the steel, even in s four 
inches square, and all of the standard brands of self- 
hardening steel are improved by it. By a simple and 
comparatively rapid method of annealing of ie spaee! 
steel tools may be easily machined to shape, ng it 
applicable to twist drills, chasers, inserted cutters, etc., 
which have heretofore not been made from self-harden- 
ing steel. The tools are so uniform in quality that 
work can be regularly performed at the maximum rate 
of speed. The variation does not run over 5 per cent. 
With uniform tools the piece-work system can be most 
efliciently used, as the piece rate must always be based 
on the speed of the werst tool in use. 

A further advantage in the use of these tools is that 
when cutting dry at the rate of maximum efficiency 
the chips should come off blue, these blue chips enable a 
foreman at a glance to tell whether the work is. being 
done at the proper s} . When running under water 
the chips should show blue immediately upon shutting 
off the water and allowing the tool to cut dry for a few 
moments. At uniform temperatures, which can be easi- 
ly controlled, ordinary carbon steels can be hardened 
through the use of the same apparatus at temperatures 
which will insure greater uniformity and 
ties in this class of steel as well as in 
steels.

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WHY GENERAL SHERMAN DECLINED THE 
PRESIDENCY. 

The “North American Review” publishes a letter 
written in 1884 by General Sherman to Hon. J. R. 
Doolittle, who urged him to accept a nomination for the 
Presidency. In this letter the General said: 

“The law compelled my retirement from the command 
of the Army because I was sixty-four years of age. I 
favored the law, because the average man of sixty- 
four or sixty-five is usually incapacitated for military 
service, which demands not only mental strength but 
physical. ,1 had seen so many good officers cling to their 
commissions long after it was plain to all except them- 
selves that their day had passed—conspicuously so Scott, 
Bonneville, etc.—that I really wanted to retire whilst 
I had sense enough, and before I could be subjected 
to the hints and flings that Sherman, naturally ec- 
centric, was becoming old and obstructive. If too 
old to command an army of twenty-five thousand 
men, of course I was too old to be President and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy of the United 
States. Therefore I notified my own brother, and all 
who were entitled to my confidence, that I must not be 
used by any political convention for its purpose and 
convenience. ’ 

“During the Convention at Chicago I was notified by 
men high in authority that, in case there should be a 
deadlock as between the two strong candidates, Arthur 
and Blaine, my name would surely be used, whether I 
consented or not. : 3 

“I may be eccentric, but I think I am_not a foolish ass 
to be used by others at their will, and I simply confided 
to a friend, in a position to act, that they had better not 
make too free use of my name, as I had old-fashioned 
ideas of freedom and the right of every man to shape 
his own destiny; that I was not,in the habit of calling 
a council of war to throw off on it the responsibility, 
but had already decided for myself, and advised the 
Convention that if it used my name without my consent 

might answer in terms which would damage it as 
well as myself. Of course, my name was dropped, and 
Blaine was nominated.” 
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CONSTRUCTION OF PEKIN’S WALL. 


The London “Engineer” says the walls of the Tartar 
city of Pekin are of an average height of 50 feet, but 
portions of the north wall reach the height of 61 feet. 
Their average width is about 40 feet, but they have 
been built so irregularly that in places a width of 57 
feet is found, in others a width of only 22 feet. The 
outer face of the wall is perpendicular, while its inner 
face slopes, in some piaces very considerably. Parapets 
are erected on both inner and outer faces of the wall, 
that on the latter being loopholed and _ crenellated. 
At intervals of about fifty or sixty yards are large 
buttresses, every sixth being of much larger size than 
the others; the smaller ones are about fifteen feet to 
twenty feet square. Part of the inner brick lining 
having fallen away from the north wall, an opportunity 
was afforded of observing its construction. Near the 
gates the walls are occasionally faced with stone, but 
in other parts by immense bricks which bear a strong 
resemblance to stone. The space between the facings 
is filled up, first by a solid foundation of concrete of 
some ten feet in depth, then by a layer of well-rammed 
earth; another layer of concrete and another layer of 
earth succeed, the latter being paved with large blocks 
of granite which form the terreplein. The earth to 
fill in the wall was taken from the ditch which sur- 
rounds the city. The concrete resisted all the efforts of 
our sappers to form a trench on the terreplein during 
the last war. Each of the gates has a buttress on each 
side, connected with a semi-circular wall, which thus 
forms an enceinte. That of the central south gates is 
larger than any of the others, and is the only one with 
three entrances—the central gate being for the use of 
the Emperor or his family alone. The arches of the 
gateways are well built. '

A large black snake killed here a few days ago by 
Private Cafferty, Battery N, which measured 5 feet 7 
inches, was skinned and preserved. 

Battery I made a large catch of lovely trout last 
evening and presented N with a mess of fifty-six, 
many of them weighing over five pounds each. 

Lieutenant Waldron, commanding Battery N, Ist 
Art., purchased a share in the Post Exchange for $800., 
quite an ‘expensive investment, which gives very small 
profits. 

It is reported that sickness has broken out again in 
Key West, which we hope is not correct, so that we 
may get back there early in the fall with a speedy 
change to New York or Boston Harbors. 








LATEST FROM MANILA. 


The misfortune that befell Lieutenant Alstraetter’s 
detachment is not considered as significant of any in- 
crease in organized resistance by the rebels. The cap- 
tured party nunibered less than a score and the capture 
of what is little more than a squad can never have 
any bearing upon a military problem. 

In the report of deaths of soldiers in the Philippines 
received at the War Department on Aug. 7 from General 
MacArthur was this mention: “Shot while resistin 
arrest, having deserted July 27—July 29, Company 3B, 
Twenty-ninth Infantry, Musician Joe Corrin, Walter 
J. Mickler.” 

Press advices from Manila announce the death in an 
ambush of “Lieutenant Bocton Hulesberg,” near Santa 
Cruz, province of Laguna.. This name cannot be found 
in the official rosters of our! forces. 

Manila advices to the Filipino junta at Hong Kong 
assert Major-Gen. MacArthur and Gen. Alejandrino, 
a leading rebel commander, are negotiating for the 
surrender, under the amnesty proclamation, of the in- 
surgent forces in central Luzon. These rebel forces in- 
clude those under Colonels Lucuna and Tecson, who 
recently captured Lieutenant Alstaetter of the 
Engineer Corps and eleven cavalrymen. This report 
e¢annot be confirmed at Manila, although the two generals 
have had a conference.

NEWARK’S BATTALION IN CHINA. 

A correspondent writing from Taku, China, July 8, 
to the Army and Navy Journal, says: “In the at- 
tempted relief of the legations in Pekin the Newark’s 
battalion of 103 men lost four killed and twenty-six 


wounded, among the latter Captain McCalla and Cadet 
Taussig. The battalion did not get nearer than within 
about forty miles of Pekin, and have now returned to 
the ship, except five men, who are with Captain Myers 
and the company of marines in Pekin. Nothing authen- 
tic has been heard from Pekin since June 17, and at 
that time all the ministers with their guards had as- 
sembled at the British legation, and the situation was 
desperate. About 16,000 foreign troops are in Tien- 
Tsin awaiting reinforcements to again attempt the re- 
lief. Transport Logan with 9th Infantry arrived July 
6 and Brooklyn with 300 marines to-day. Thirty men- 
of-war in harbor.” 
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REVOLVER VERSUS THE REPEATER. 


The Austrian “Mittheilungen uber Gegenstande des 
Artillerie—und Genie Wesens,” compares the revolver 
and magazine or repeating pistol. With information 
obtained from official sources, the deductions it draws 
from an exhaustive comparison of their mechanism and 
of the results of a vast number of experiments made 
under varying conditions are as follows:—If the weapon 
is to be arded purely as one for defensive purposes, 
to be us at close quarters in self-defence and in 
self-defence only, the revolver, the Austrian writer 
concludes, is to be preferred.

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THE LIFE OF BIG GUNS. 


There have been some interesting and mysterious 
stories in eireulation about the short lives of the big 
guns used on our battleships and coast fortifications, 
One of the yarns most frequently told is that the 13- 
inch gun, which carries a ton of metal for twelve or 
fifteen miles, can be fired only 100 times with safety, 
because the tremendous ure destroys the cohesive 

wer of the metal and thus weakens it and renders it 
iable to explede. These stories have got into books, 
and the “100-firing fallacy” is accepted some of 
the ablest authorities on ordnance. The Krupp 
gun at the World’s Fair in Chieago, was an object of 
even greatér interest, when visitors were told that it 
had been fired sixteen times and couldn’t be fired again 
without danger of explosion because the metal of which 
it is made had become “nerveless.” 

Admiral O'Neil, Chief of Ordnance of the Navy De- 
partment, is quoted by the Chicago “ ” as say. 
ing that this is all humbug. “The only damage suffered 
by the big guns from frequent firing is the wearing out 
of the rifle grooves,” he says, “and that is easily 
repaired. ae ean either be rifled over again or 
it can be ‘tubed’—that is, a rifled tube can be fitted 
into the bore, as is frequently done in England, and 
the gun is as good as. new. here is no such thing as 
a gun getting ‘nerveless.’ The metal of which it is 
made is not injured by firing. Some of our guns have 
been fired 100 times without showing injury or wear. 
We do not know how long they will last, except that the 
rifling has to be renewed when it is worn out, but we 
have never had a gun wear out in our navy, and there- 
fore cannot speak from experience, and many of our 
guns have been fired several hundred times.’ 











TREASURY DECISIONS. 


The Comptroller of the Treasury holds that in a case 
where the Governor of a State has commissioned an 
officer to fill a vacancy which has arisen in a regiment 
from his State, organized under section 6 of the act of 
April 22, 1898, and the person so commissioned was 
discharged from the service as an enlisted man and 
entered upon the duty of the office to which he was 
commissioned, and was afterwards mustered into the 
service of the United States, said officer is entitled to 
pay from the date inclusive om which he entered upon 
duty as of the grade to which he had been commis- 
sioned irrespective of the date of his muster into ser- 
vice. 

Ist Lieut. F. K. Ferguson of the Ist Artillery has 
appealed from the action of the Auditor for the War 
Department in disallowing his claim for expenses in- 
curred while he was being treated for appendicitis at a 
private hospital at Galveston, Texas. It seems that the 
Army surgeon on duty with Battery K of this regi- 
ment recommended that the officer be operated upon at 
the private hospital by a certain specialist there. Al- 
though the Surgeon General of the Army recommends 
the payment of the claim, the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury was constrained to uphold the action of the Anditor 
and disallow the same on the ground that the Army 
Regulations, paragraph 1452 and 1453, provide that an 
officer must employ the services of an Army surgeon 
whenever possible.

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A SIREN PHONOGRAPH. 


The London “Daily Mail” reports that a phonograph 
which shouts so loudly that every word can be heard at 
distance of ten miles has been tested at Brighton. You 
can whisper a sentence into the machine’s small funnel 
shaped mouthpiece and it will repeat it in tones that 


are more deafening thaa the shrieks of a liner’s steam 
siren. Yet every word is perfectly articulated, and a 
shorthand writer ten miles away can take down the 
message as easily as if you were dictating to him in a 
small room. Instead of the “reco-ds” being taken on 
wax in the usual manner, a sapphire needle is made to 
cut the dots representing the sound vibrations on a sil- 
ver cylinder, and when the needle travels over the metal 
a second time the vibrations cause the whistle to produce 
a series of air waves, and the machine thus becomes a 
talking siren which transforms the human voice into 
a deafening roar. 

At a distance of ten miles the sounds were plainly 
heard by a large number of people, every word

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THE SOUTH AFRICAN IMBROGLIO. 


Of the war in South Africa, which still drags its slow 
length along, the “Army and Navy Gazette” says: “It 
may be assumed as a certainty that if in the summer of 
1899 the Government could have had the least idea that 
Great Britain would be called upon to play a part 
worthy of her in the concert of the Great Powers in 
dealing with the appalling position of China to-day they 
would have dulcified somewhat the masterful dialectics 
of Mr. Chamberlain which have led to the South Afri- 
¢an imbroglio that now engages the attention of Lord 
Roberts and 200,000 British soldiers. We are not ready 
to cry ‘Perish India’ yet. A South African confederacy 
with diamonds and gold mines and a railroad from Cape 
Town to the Nile via Rhodesia, the Equatorial Lakes, 
Soudan, ete., with Mr Rhodes as pro-consul, may be a 
very potent possibility, but whatever it might become 
we doubt very much--rather we do not doubt at all— 
that, as compared to the possession of India as an ele- 
ment of Imperial greatness, strength and dignity, and 
as a factor in the aggregate of the prestige which is 
enjoyed by Great Britain in her relations with the great 
Powers and in her influence in the East, it is of small 
value. It is of the utmost comsequence to bring to an 
end this protracted guerrilla war in the late territtories 
of the Dutch Republics. No matter how quickly and how 
completely the resistance of the Boers may be overcome 
to-day, the war has lasted too long.” 

This no doubt reflects the prevailing sentiment in 
England, to which our conservative contemporary has 
not heretofore been disposed to give such open expres- 
sion. The hopeful statements that the war was near- 
ing an end have not prevented a continuance of the 
story of casualties in the British Army, of prisoners 
taken by the hundreds, of supply trains captured to the 
extent of half a million rations at a stroke, of trains 
derailed and tracks torn up, and so on through the long 
list of annoying mishaps which keep an army busy 
without adding anything to its prestige. Enteric fevers 
continue to claim their victims, and the prospect of a 
speedy termination of the guerrilla warfare, which con- 
tinues to harrass and dishearten, is not immediate. 
Lord Roberts has had decided successes, such as the 
surrender of General Prinsloo, with 3,348 burghers, 
3,046 seasoned horses and three guns, followed by the 
occupation of Harrismith and the re-establishment of 
railway communication with Ladysmith through the 
Van Reenen Pass, but the activity of the Boers still 
compels the British commander to scatter his forces in 
a most irritating fashion. Even when a district has 
been apparently pacified, the arrogant treatment of the 
inhabitants by supercilious young officers is reported 
to be goading to fresh resistance. Disarming the 
Boers and the confiscation of their horses is also mak- 
ing trouble, as it not only deprives them of their ability 
to contend against the British, but makes it impossible 
to defend themselves against the natives who are giv- 
ing them much trouble. The situation is one requiring 
a combination of tact, good feeling, promptness and 
firmness not too common among the subordinate officers 
to whom the details of administration must be entrusted. 

While the Army as a whole appears to be well sup- 
plied with everything except forage, some detachments 
are in a wretched condition for want of rest, proper cloth- 
ing and sufficient food of good quality. The death of at 
least one officer from exposure is reported. Lord Rob- 
erts at last accounts was moving east against Botha, 
and with such rapidity that his men were suffering bit- 
terly from exposure and the mortality among his draught 
animals was so great as to threaten to delay his ad- 
vance, ‘The orders of the Boers are not to accept battle 
with superior forces. The country west of Pretoria has 
not yet been cleared of the enemy, and those north of 
the city keep the outposts on the alert. . 

General Roberts is endeavoring to secure possession 
of the line from Pretoria to Komati Poort. This will 
cut the Boers off from supplies by the way of Lorenzo 
Marques through Komati Poort, and give him so secure 
a hold on a large section of the Transvaal that he will 
be able to reduce guerrilla attacks to occasional’ raids 
from the fastnesses around Lydenburg and Fouriesburg. 
There is no prospect ahead for the Boers, but the stub- 
born ones are not yet inclined to acknowledge their de+ 
feat and submit to the inevitable.

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THE FRENCH-CHINESE FORCE. 

The French-Chinese expeditionary force is made up of 
two brigades, one furnished by the Marine Department, 
the other by the War Department. The Ist brigade, 
commanded by General Frey, is made up as follows: 
16th regiment of marine infantry, Colonel Pelacot, 3 
battalions, 600 men; 17th regiment of marine infantry, 
Colonel Lalubin, 3 battalions, 600 men; 18th regiment 
of marine infantry, Col. Comte, 3 battalions, GOO men; 
4 batteries of mountain artillery 2 batteries of fixed artil- 
lery, Lieutenant-Colonel Bonfils, 800 men; one section of 
artificers, 50 men; one section of telegraphers, 50 men; 
one section of hospital corps men, 50 men; one section of 
engineers, 50 men, organized by the marine artillery, 
and destined to dissolution on the arrival in China of the 
companies of war engineers. The effectives of the bat- 
talions of marine infantry will ultimately be raised from 
600 to 800 men. The strength of the Ist Brigade is 
6,400, of whom 5,400 are infantry. 

The second brigade, commanded by General Bailloud, 
is thus composed: One regiment of Zouaves of 4 battal- 
ions, 1,000 men each; one regiment of infantry of the 
line, of 3 battalions of 1,000 men each; one group of 3 
batteries, 550 men; two companies of engineers, 500 
men, 9% mules; two squadrons of African chasseurs, 300 
men; one section of artillery, 130 men; engineers, 40 men; 
troops of administration, equipage, etc., 800 men. This 
brigade has a strength of 10.120 men. It was scheduled 
to sail Aug. 10 and 20, the troeps of the Ist brigade being 
already in China or en route. Each company and battery 
was authorized on reaching Saigon, capital of Cochin, 
China, to take 10 Annamite coolies, these to be replaced 
if necessary on the advent of cold weather by Japs or 
Chinese. Rations were despatched to Taku as follows: 
July 1, 200,000; July 12, 350,000; July 19, 400,000. The 
preparations look to the storing at Taku of provisions for 
six months (2,700,000 rations) before the closing by ice 
of the Guif of Pechili. By decree of July 11 of the 
Minister of Marine, General Voyron, was made the com- 
mander of the expedition. 
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COLD AS A FEATURE OF CHINESE CAMPAIGN. 

We are so accustomed to consider the Orient as the 
land of the sun that the Pekin expedition in the occident- 
al mind is associated with hot-climate undertakings, 
and the difficulties of the campaign are therefore not 
thoroughly understood. We hear so much of khaki now 


from the scene of fighting that we would almost smile 
at the warning that it is the cold and not the heat that 
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is most to be feared in China. The end of September 
will see the temperature fall 20 degrees below the freez- 
ing point; that is, to 12 degrees Fahrenheit. By the 
beginning of November the ies would have to face 
a cold of great intensity. At that period of the year 
the Gulf of Peehili i tirely in the grasp of winter 
and revietualling the expedition or evacuating the scene 
by way of the gulf would be out of the question. The 
fleets would be stationary and sea fighting in those 
waters would have to cease. 

The French Marine, which is responsible for the 
health of the troops, both land and sea forces, is equip- 
pil the men, as our own forces in China are equipped, 
with an eye to the frigidity likely to be met with. On 
debarking on the Chinese coast each French fighting 
man, whether of land or sea, will find ready for him 
thick woolen vests, woolen drawers, woolen socks, Al- 
pine tam-o-shanters, wp of wool like those used in 
Alpine countries, etc. rge 16-men tents will be fur- 
nished to take the place of the small shelter tents at 
points where the men will be kept in station on the 
occupied territory. We described some time ago the 
equipment of the American soldier in China in which 
warm garments were a conspicuous feature, and as the 
American soldier has a renowned penchant for the com- 
fortable blue flannel shirt, he is not likely to be caught 
napping in any sudden Chinese cold snap.

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CHINA’S CHIEF CITY. 

Pekin, “the chief city,” according to the Chinese mean- 
ing of the name, was founded in 1279 by Emperor 
Chu-bil-ai, who transported his court thither from Nan- 
King. Peking was rebuilt in 1471 by another Emperor, 
Yung-Lo. It was sacked in 1644 by the Manchurians 
on the fall of the Ming dynasty, and destroyed in 1662 
by an earthquake, in which 300,000 lives were lost, and 
again in 1730 by another earthquake, in which 100,000 
people perished. The Anglo-French occupation in 1860 
is considered practically equivalent to a third seismic 
disturbance in its disastrous consequences. Inside the 
Tartar city is a wall surrounding the Imperial city. 
The south wall of the Tartar city is the north wall of 
the Chinese city. The entire circuit around both cities 
is 24.25 miles; 14.25 for the Manchu city and 10 for the 
Chinese. The wall around the Manchu city is 50 feet 
high and 40 feet. wide at the top, and 60 at the bottom. 
It is of earth faced with bricks, each of which weighs 
sixty pounds. The wall around the outer or Chinese 
city is 30 feet high, 25 feet thick at the bottom, and 15 
at the top. There is a crenellated parapet and sixteen 
gates. 

Inside of the Imperial city is the walled and moated 
“Forbidden City.” Here are the Imperial dwellings 
and halls and offices—fifty or more. This inner inclo- 
sure measures about two and a quarter miles in circuit, 
and is called Taz Kin Ching, or “Carnation Prohibited 
City.” Here lives the Emperor, who is well called the 
“solitary man.” All the other men in the Prohibited City 
are eunuchs, of whom there are probably two thousand. 
They do all the menial work. he chief eunuch is a 
man of great importance, who has sometimes played an 
influential part in political affairs. In 1894 the foreign 
representatives were admitted for the first time into the 
precincts of the Prohibited City.

efficient naval base could be established. When the 
writer was cecently in China, there was some talk of 
building a breakwater and establishing a naval depot 
at this port, but it seems doubtful whether any 
will really be done. ° 

Incredible as it may appear, it is nevertheless a fact 
that to this day Chinese soldiers are exercised with bows 
and arrows, and little can be expected from a nation 
with such antiquated ideas as this. 

It is plain that the fleet which China has got together 
at considerable expense will only serve as useful ad- 
ditions to the navy of whatever Power may first be 
inclined to take them.
